It takes Rowan Rumsey less 
than 60 seconds to pull a pair 
of bolt cutters out of a back¬ 
pack, cut the cable lock secur¬ 
ing a bicycle and ride away. 

Rumsey, an employee at 
Hardcore Bikes on Whyte 
Avenue, demonstrated Wed¬ 
nesday just how easy it is for 
thieves to steal a bike as part 
of an awareness campaign 
hosted by Edmonton Police in 
the wake of increasing thefts.

$1,000, $2,000, $3,000 bikes, 
and attaching it with a $5

cable lock. This essentially 
is a bike thief’s dream,” said 
Const. Shawn Wruth. 

According to police statis¬ 
tics, July 2013 saw a 29 per 
cent increase in the number 
of bike thefts in Edmonton 
compared to July 2012. 

Wruth encourages cyclists 
to invest in a quality U-shaped

lock. Wruth said a general 
rule is to spend 10 per cent of 
what a bicycle cost on a lock. 

Mark Rumsey, the owner 
of Hardcore Bikes, said a 
good one costs between $50 
to $120. 

“I usually tell people if 
you’re on a budget, get a little 
less expensive bike and get a 
better lock so you won’t have 
that heartbreak,” he said.

Bus hits 
man in 
wheelchair 

Edmonton police are inves¬ 
tigating after a city bus hit a 
pedestrian in a wheelchair 
downtown on Wednesday 
shortly before 3:30 p.m. 

The incident occurred on 
the comer of 101 Street and 
104 Avenue, across the street 
from the Baccarat Casino. 

“EMS responded to the 
scene where they treated a 
male and transported him to 
hospital. Injuries to the male 
are not known at this time,” 
said the Edmonton Police 
Service in a release. 

Jason Kilsch was sitting at 
the back of the bus when the 
collision occurred, and said 
the man in the wheelchair was 
crossing the street when the 
back end of the articulated bus 
hit him. 

“The bus’s back end col¬ 
lided with the man, causing 
him and the wheelchair to 
topple over,” said Kilsch. 

Fortunately, a nurse from 
Glenrose hospital was on board 
the bus at the time and assisted 
the man before emergency 
vehicles arrived, Kilsch said. 

Patricia Dickson, an Edmon¬ 
ton Transit representative, said 
ETS will be conducting their 
own investigation after the 
police conclude their probe. 

In a release, police said 
alcohol, on the part of the 
pedestrian, is believed to be a

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Calgary Zoo. Second 
penguin in two days dies 


Calgaiy Zoo officials say an¬ 
other Humboldt penguin died 
late Tuesday night, the second 
death in as many days. 

The three-year-old animal 
named Juntos came to Calgary 
from the same zoo in Syra¬ 
cuse, N.Y., as Guillermo, an¬ 
other three-year-old penguin 
of the same species that died 
on Monday. 

“I have conducted the post¬ 
mortem examinations on 
both penguins and, while we 
are waiting for confirmation, 
the results are most consistent 
with an infection caused by 
the bacterium Chlamydophila 
psittaci, a disease that can af¬ 
fect both wild and captive 
bird populations including 
penguins,” Dr. Doug White- 
side, senior staff veterinarian 
with the Calgary Zoo, said in 
a release. 

“Test results will confirm 
this diagnosis,” Whiteside 
added, “but in the meantime 
we are treating the remaining 
eight Humboldts and two gen- 
toos that share the outdoor 
exhibit to do our best to pre¬ 



vent further losses.” 

Zoo officials said it’s pos¬ 
sible the Humboldts arrived 
in Calgaiy already carrying 
the diseases, as it can go be 
latent in the birds for months 
or even years and go un¬ 
detected in quarantine test¬ 
ing. 

The birds had also just 
completed their annual 
moult, Whiteside noted, dur¬ 
ing which time they can lose 
as much as 20 per cent of 
their body weight and become 
more vulnerable to infections.

Meeting 
clarifies rules for fall 
municipal campaign 


Eager candidates for the fall 
vote played the role of atten¬ 
tive students on Wednesday 


during a class of Elections 101. 

How big can my signs be 
and when can I put them up? 
What sort of identification is 
required to vote? Why do can¬ 
didates have to pay a deposit? 
These were among the many 
questions city staff fielded as 
candidates attempted to sort 
out election laws. 

Laura Kennedy, the city’s 
director of elections, said the 
sessions are an important way 


to make sure eveiyone knows 
what’s expected. “Candidates 
follow the rules and it’s import¬ 
ant that we tell them what the 
rules are,” she said. 

Ward 10 candidate Michael 
Walters said he wants to be ab¬ 
solutely sure he’s following the 
process. 

“In a democracy, there is 
a pretty clear process for how 
you run an election. I think it 
behooves eveiy candidate to be 


well informed,” he said. 

Kennedy said one area that 
could be a challenge this year is 
changes to identification laws 
that require people to provide 
one piece of identification with 
both a name and address. 

“Do not bring in your pass¬ 
port, do not bring your student 
ID card, do not bring in your 
Alberta health ID card, those 
things will not work,” Kennedy 
said.

Humane society open 
again to most animals 


The Edmonton humane soci¬ 
ety has reopened most of its 
doors. 

A space crunch forced the 
society to close to owner-sur¬ 
rendered animals this month, 
but after the public stepped up 
to adopt animals, the shelter 
can take dogs and cats again. 

“It was amazing, the pub¬ 
lic response, not just to come 
and adopt, but for people to 
hold off on dropping off ani¬ 
mals,” said Shawna Randolph, 
a spokesperson for the shelter. 

While it’s great that the 
shelter can start taking surren¬ 
ders again, she said, they are 
not ready to breathe a sigh of 
relief. 

“It can always change in 
a heartbeat. We just never 
know, especially in the sum¬ 
mer months.” 

At the height of the cap¬ 
acity issues, the shelter had 
more than 700 animals in its 
care, but that’s down to about 
460, Randolph said.

It remains closed to other 
species, including rabbits and 
reptiles. She said there are 
about 16 rabbits available for 
adoption.

Both the cartel and the 
group, which calls itself Peace 
with Dignity for Michoacan, 
also railed against “self-de¬ 
fence” groups set up by resi¬ 
dents in several Michoacan 
towns to resist Knights Templar 
gunmen. 

The self-defence groups say 
the cartel’s gunmen subjected 
residents to systematic extor¬ 
tion demands for “protection 
payments.” 

But Peace with Dignity said 


such payments were levied only 
on part of the population, such 
as big avocado plantations, and 
were helpful in some cases, or 
at least a necessaiy evil. 

“We avocado farmers were 
getting robbed a lot” by thieves 
sneaking into orchards, farmer 
Nicolas Aguilar said. “We were 
told there was a payment being 
collected to help with security, 
and since then we haven’t had 
any more problems with theft.”

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Body bags on streets as 
Egypt turmoil worsens 


State of emergency. 

Running street battles 
sweep the country as 
supporters of ousted 
president battle 
security forces 


The world looked on in shock 
Wednesday as searing vio¬ 
lence engulfed Egypt. 

Running street battles 
broke out in Cairo and other 
cities as a state of emergency 
was declared. 

The white heat of an¬ 
ger flared when riot police 
backed by armoured vehicles, 
bulldozers and helicopters 
swept away two encamp¬ 
ments of supporters of ousted 
president Mohammed Morsi. 

And the death toll rose in¬ 
exorably: At least 278 people 
were killed nationwide. 

Canada called for calm 
while Egyptian-Canadians 


watched in horror from a dis¬ 
tance. 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird expressed deep 
concern. 

Canada supports “a trans¬ 
parent democratic system 
that respects the voices of its 
citizens,” Baird said. 

All day Wednesday, pic¬ 
tures and video images of the 
violence could be seen on the 
Faceboolc site Egyptian Can¬ 
adians For Democracy. 

One video posted on the 
page showed footage of body 
bags lined up on a sidewalk. 

Another post read: “God 
have mercy on Egypt.” 

It was the deadliest day in 
Egypt since the 2011 revolu¬ 
tion against Hosni Mubarak. 

Vice-President Mohamed 
ElBaradei, a Nobel Peace Prize 
laureate, resigned in protest 
over the violence. 

He said he was not pre¬ 
pared to be held responsible 
for “a single drop of blood.” 

Meanwhile, crushed and 


dazed and chanting “Down, 
down with militaiy rule!” 
hundreds of supporters of the 
ousted president streamed 
out of a protest camp that 
had come to symbolize the 
resistance of Arab Spring 
Islamists. 

It now resembled a war 
zone — covered in debris, 
with thick black smoke bil¬ 
lowing skyward. 

Sitting helplessly on the 
ground, exhausted by hours 
of inhaling tear gas, they 
pondered their next move as 
Egypt’s bloodiest day in years 
came to an end. 

For more than 12 hours, 
security forces in black-clad 
body armour and helmets,

backed by snipers, military 
helicopters and armoured 
vehicles, used bulldozers 
to sweep away the encamp¬ 
ment. 

“What was horrifying to¬ 
day were the snipers. The 
sound of bullets was ex¬ 
tremely frightening,” said 
Mosa’ab Elshamy, a freelance 
photographer who said he 
was standing next to a medic 
who was shot in the head by 
sniper fire around noon. 

“Most of the corpses I saw 
in the field hospital had been 
shot in the head or chest,” 
said Elshamy, who was in the 
camp for more than six hours 
during the clashes. 

In two main morgues, he 
said he counted 65 bodies. 

At a field hospital, Ab¬ 
dullah Sayyed, a 25-year-old 
doctor, said he was receiving 
wounded patients eveiy 10 
minutes. 

“We had hundreds of 
cases,” Sayyed said.

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WikiLeaks. Soldier sorry 
for biggest-ever U.S. leak 


U.S. soldier Bradley Manning 
apologized Wednesday for hurt¬ 
ing his country at his senten¬ 
cing hearing in the WikiLeaks 
case, pleading with a militaiy 
judge for a chance to become a 
productive citizen. 

He addressed the court after 
testimony about his troubled 
childhood and the extreme 
psychological pressure that ex¬ 
perts said he felt in the “hyper¬ 
masculine” militaiy because 
of his gender-identity disorder 
— his feeling he was a woman 
trapped in a man’s body. One 
psychiatrist said Manning has 
symptoms of fetal alcohol syn¬ 
drome and Asperger syndrome. 

Manning’s attorneys con¬ 


tend he showed clear signs of 
deteriorating mental health 
that should have precluded 
him from handling classified 
information in a war zone. 

The soldier said that he 
understood what he was doing 
but did not believe that leak¬ 
ing the mountain of classified 
information would cause harm. 

His tone was at odds with 
the statement he gave in Febru- 
aiy, when he condemned the 
U.S. military’s “bloodlust.” 

The leaks included a video 
of a 2007 U.S. helicopter attack 
that killed civilians in Iraq, in¬ 
cluding a Reuters news photog¬ 
rapher and his driver.

Database. Feline hair 
found on victim traced 
to neighbour's cat 


A British university said Wed¬ 
nesday its DNA database of 
British felines helped convict 
a man of manslaughter. 

The Veterinaiy Genetics 
Laboratoiy at the University 
of California, Davis, has used 


animal DNA to catch crimin¬ 
als for more than a decade. In¬ 
vestigators in Britain tapped 
the lab to identify the cat 
hair discovered around the 
dismembered torso of David 
Guy, 30, who was found hid¬ 
den in a trash bag on a Brit¬ 
ish beach in July 2012. Detec¬ 
tives matched the hair to a 
cat belonging to the man’s 
friend David Hilder, but be¬ 
cause the genetic material 


was mitochondrial DNA — 
which can be shared among 
a large number of animals 
— the strength of the match 
couldn’t be known. 


Jon Wetton from the Uni¬ 
versity of Leicester was asked 
to create a repositoiy of cat 
DNA for the Hilder case, 
gathering samples of mito¬ 


chondrial DNA from 152 fe¬ 
lines across England. “Only 
three of the samples obtained 
matched the hairs from the 
crime scene,” Wetton said. 

However, a host of addi¬ 
tional evidence — including 
traces of Guy’s blood discov¬ 
ered at Hilder’s residence 
in southern England — was 
enough to secure the 47-year- 
old’s conviction.

Moments later the Twit¬ 
ter exchange was a trending 
topic in Toronto. Shortly after 
that, Baheerathan found him¬ 
self looking for work. 

“Just got the call of ter¬ 
mination,” he tweeted. 

“I’ve lost complete hope in 
society man. There’s killers/ 
rapists/people missing and 
all they care about is a dude 
asking for weed,” he wrote in 
another tweet. 

“Gotta watch what you 
tweet nowadays, even the 
freedom of speech & the right 
to an entitled opinion isn’t 
safe,” read another.

Killing and abduction. 

Militants and cohorts 
have ‘sealed the fate of 
countless lives': Group 


Doctors Without Borders an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that 
they are pulling out from So¬ 
malia after 22 years, saying 
that armed groups are killing 
and abducting aid workers. 

In a scathing indictment 
of Somalia’s leadership, the 
aid group accused civilian 
leaders of condoning or even 
supporting the attacks. 

The pullout goes against 
the narrative of a Somalia 
emerging from decades of 
anarchy and violence amid 
militaiy gains against Islam¬ 
ist insurgents. 

Some two dozen local jour¬ 
nalists have been killed since 
the start of 2012. In June, a 
truck bomb and gunfire at¬ 


tack on the main UN com¬ 
pound in Mogadishu killed 
eight UN employees and five 
Somali civilians. 


Doctors Without Borders, 
the winner of the 1999 Nobel 
Peace Prize and known by its 
French initials as MSF, said 


the pullout will cut off hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of civil¬ 
ians from humanitarian aid. 
For example, in Mogadishu, 


MSF runs the only pediatric 
intensive-care unit, while in 
Jowhar, women will have no¬ 
where to go for emergency 
Caesarean sections. 

The decision comes after 
the release from prison of a 
Somali man convicted of kill¬ 
ing two MSF staff. In Decem¬ 
ber 2011, a Somali employee 
of MSF who learned his con¬ 
tract would not be renewed 
shot and killed a Belgian and 
an Indonesian worker at an 
MSF compound.

Surveillance shows 
air and water quality 
returning to normal 


The Quebec government says 
the quality of the air and water 
are returning to normal levels 
and there is no sign yet of grave 
danger to human health after 
the deadly rail accident last 
month that saw crude oil seep 
into the ground, spill into the 
river and bum in the air. 

The limited release of in¬ 
formation from the provincial 
Environment Ministry came 
one day after environmental 
groups released the results of 
a study showing a spike in car¬ 
cinogenic chemicals and a con¬ 
centration of arsenic in surface 
water around Lac-Megantic 
that a laboratoiy examination 
showed was 28 times above 
Quebec’s upper limit. 

The environmental advo¬ 


cates accused the Environment 
Ministry of trying to hide the 
levels of contamination so as 
not to incite panic after the 
July 6 train derailment and ex¬ 
plosion that killed 47 people 
and wiped out a swath of the 
historic downtown. 

The provincial government, 
in reaction, released a few 
details of its environmental 
surveillance, which has been 
ongoing since the accident. It 
said that despite the 7.2 mil¬ 
lion litres of light cmde oil that 
were spilled, the quality of the 
water, both in the lake and in 
the Chaudiere River, are now 
“similar to their historic lev¬ 
els.” 

They also added there’s 
no cause for wony about the 
drinking water or the long¬ 
term health of fish or animals. 

The contaminated soil may 
prove to be the biggest prob¬ 
lem. There has been specula¬ 
tion that it could be years be¬ 
fore the ground is fit for use.

Teacher suspended 
after Victoria class 
‘politicized’ 

An elementaiy teacher in Vic¬ 
toria has received a five-day 
suspension for encouraging 
her students to write letters 
to the former education 
minister during last year’s 
contract dispute. 

Documents posted online 
by the Teacher Regulations 


Branch outline how Andrea 
Jane Skinner, a Grade 1 teach¬ 
er at Ecole Marigold School, 
organized the campaign 
as part of an anti-bullying 
lesson. 

At the time, B.C. teachers 
were on the verge of striking 
over back-to-worlc legislation. 

“On Feb. 28, 2012, in 
an attempt to simulate an 
overcrowded classroom, Skin¬ 
ner invited the students to 
sit in close proximity to each 
other on a reduced number 
of carpet squares and stated 


that one of the aspects of the 
changes brought in by Minis¬ 
ter of Education George Ab¬ 
bott through Bill 22 might be 
overcrowding in classrooms,” 
the consent resolution agree¬ 
ment states. Skinner then 
discussed writing a letter 
to Abbott and provided a 
template which read: “I go to 
Ecole Marigold.... I hope that 
you will talk to teachers and 
solve the problem like we 
do. We need to stop bullying! 
Please stop Bill 22!” 

The letters were sent 


to the minister and a local 
newspaper. 

Abbot told the media he 
was “appalled to see a Grade 
1 class politicized in this 
way.” 

Skinner later acknow¬ 
ledged that she had made an 
error in judgment. 

According to the Regu¬ 
lations Branch, she was 
suspended without pay and 
made to write letters of apol¬ 
ogy to parents, Abbott and 
the district superintendent.

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Mumbai. Sailors aboard 
blast-hit Indian submarine 
feared dead, official says 


All 18 sailors aboard an Indian 
submarine hit Wednesday by 
twin explosions and an intense 
fire are feared dead, a naval of¬ 
ficial said. The submarine had 
also been damaged in a deadly 
explosion in 2010 and had only 
recently returned to service. 

The official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause divers had yet to recover 
any bodies, said the navy be¬ 
lieved there was no way anyone 
could have survived the inten¬ 
sity of the blasts and fire, which 
occurred when the diesel-pow¬ 
ered submarine was docked at 
a Mumbai navy base. 

Officials had earlier said that 
there had been no contact with 
the sailors since the explosions, 
which lit up the sky above the 
base. They said navy divers had 
opened one of its hatches but 
had not yet been able to enter 
the submarine because it was 
dark and full of muddy water. 

“We hope for the best but 
we have to prepare for the 
worst,” Admiral D.K. Joshi, the 
navy chief, told reporters ear¬ 
ner in Mumbai. 


Huge fireball 


• The explosions in the 
submarine's torpedo 
compartment sent a huge 
fireball into the air and 
sent nearby sailors jump¬ 
ing into the sea in panic. 


• It is shaping up to be 
another embarrassment 
for India's military, which 
has been hit with a cor¬ 
ruption scandal as it races 
to modernize its forces. 


Because the submarine was 
docked, a unit of navy watch¬ 
men was on board when the 
blasts occurred and not the 
normal crew, Joshi said. At least 
some weapomy exploded in 
the near-simultaneous blasts, 
Joshi added. 

A video of the explosions 
filmed by bystanders showed 
an enormous ball of red and 
yellow fire rising hundreds of 
feet into the air.

The Manager newspaper 
reported that the villagers 
took the vehicle’s driver to a 
local office to quiz him, then 
to a temple where they made 
him swear on a statue of Bud¬ 
dha that he was not working 
for the dam project. 

The Prachatai news web¬ 
site said the villagers released 
the driver and later apolo¬ 
gized to him and to Google. 

Sa-eab village, 615 kilo¬ 


metres north of Bangkok, is 
known for its long-running 
dam protests by villagers and 
environmental groups. 

“(We) apologize to the of¬ 
ficial, to Google, as well as to 
the Thai people throughout 
the nation and to the citizens 
of the world,” the villagers’ 
representatives wrote.

Harrison Ford isn’t as ter¬ 
rifying to talk to as you 
might have heard. Over the 
years he’s gotten a reputa¬ 
tion as gruff, pissy, overly 
succinct and transparently 
wishing he was somewhere 
else.

Now 71, he’s relaxed 
into supporting or at least 
co-lead roles, which he con¬ 
tinues as one of the villains 
in the tech world thriller 
Paranoia. And though we 
were too scared to ask him 
about his involvement in 
the next Star Wars entry, 
we did get some informa¬ 
tion on his newest flick. 

Paranoia touches on some 
important issues: income 
gaps, greed, health insur¬ 
ance. Were these what 
drew you to the film? 


No. I was drawn to the 
character and the relation¬ 
ships, and the manipula¬ 
tion of an ambitious young 
person by two powerful 
businessmen. The cat and 
mouse of the whole thing 
is what interested me — 
and the opportunity to play 
a character different from 
what I’ve played lately. I 
haven’t played the bad guy 
for a very long time. 

He’s not just a stock vil¬ 
lain, though. He actually 
seems, for a time, genu¬ 
ine. 

That’s what I liked about 
it. He’s a manipulator. And 
he has a ripe one on his 
plate. What interested me 
was the complexity here. 


There’s not only corporate 
greed and perfidy; there’s 
a young man who has a bit 
of the blind ambition issue. 
So he’s ripe for manipula¬ 
tion. 

What did you do that was dif¬ 
ferent for you? 

I shaved my head. I shaved my 
hairline back and dyed my hair 
for 42. There was no way it was 
going to grow out in time to be 
useful. So I presented myself 
to Paramount people with a 
shaved head, much to their 
surprise. 

What’s fun about playing a 
villain? 

It’s just something different. 

It’s something unexpected for 
the audience.

It’s been five years of meth 
addicts, deadly shootings, 
violent drug traffickers and 
hidden secrets of the desert. 

And throughout the 
filming of AMC hit tele¬ 
vision series Breaking Bad 
in Albuquerque, interest in 
this Southwestern city from 
tourists has grown and lo¬ 
cal businesses have sought 
to cash in. A doughnut shop 
sells treats laced with blue 
“meth” toppings, for ex¬ 
ample, while a bike rental 
business gives tours of char¬ 
acters’ favourite spots. 

But now that Break¬ 
ing Bad is returning for its 
final episodes, Albuquerque 
shops and tourist attractions 
are trying to take advantage 
of the popular show’s last 
moments before the series 
fades from memory. 

The city’s visitors’ bur¬ 
eau hosted a watch party 
Sunday for the premiere of 
the last season’s first epi¬ 
sode, drawing more than 


450 fans. Stores held spe¬ 
cials to sell Breaking Bad 
memorabilia. 

There was even a Break¬ 
ing Bad marathon at Im¬ 
maculate Conception Cath¬ 
olic Church in Albuquerque, 
followed by mass, then its 
own watch party for the last 


season’s premiere. 

“It’s been great for us,” 
said Debbie Ball, owner of 
The Candy Lady store, who 
sells blue Breaking Bad 
meth treats and offers lim¬ 
ousine tours of scenes from 
the series. “People are al¬ 
ways coming in and asking 


about Breaking Bad. I hate 
to see it end but I also can’t 
wait to see how it ends.” 

Breaking Bad, which 
was filmed largely in Albu¬ 
querque, follows former 
high school teacher Wal¬ 
ter White, played by Bryan 
Cranston, producing and 
selling methamphetamine 
with a former student, Jesse 
Pinlcman, played by Aaron 
Paul. The show, with its 
dark themes and addictive 
storyline, often features dif¬ 
ferent parts of the city from 
a regular car wash to well- 
known local restaurants.

Neill Blomkamp’s science 
fiction action dystopia Elys¬ 
ium topped the box office its 
opening weekend, pulling in 
an estimated international 
gross of $41.3 million. 

Not too shabby, but suc¬ 
cess doesn’t mean there 
will be a sequel — at least if 
Blomkamp has anything to 
say about it. The writer-dir¬ 
ector, who dodged pressure 
to make a sequel to District 


9 and instead has followed it 
up with Elysium and his next 
film, the original Chappie, is 
something of a sequel-phobe. 

“One of my favourite parts 
of filmmaking is just concep¬ 


tualizing ideas,” he says. “Exe¬ 
cuting them is veiy different 
to conceptualizing them. I 
tend to come up with a lot of 
ideas and I get attached to a 
lot of them. It creates a differ¬ 



ent mindset where it’s like, ‘I 
want to see this get executed 
and I want to see that get exe¬ 
cuted’ as opposed to, ‘I want 
to return back to this world 
from this film.’ I have a few 
other ideas for films I want to 
make currently.” 

Of course, the film’s stu¬ 
dio and distributor, Sony, 
would likely love the idea of 
building on the success of 
Elysium, but Blomkamp says 
he felt very little pressure on 
the subject from the higher- 
ups.

There was one major reason 
Oprah Winfrey returned to 
screen acting for her most 
prominent role since 1998’s 
Beloved — and his name is 
Lee. 

Winfrey worked with 
director/producer Lee Dan¬ 
iels behind the scenes of his 
breakout work, Precious, 
which she also executive 
produced. She was coerced 
in front of the camera for 
his fourth directorial work, 
Lee Daniels’ The Butler, play¬ 
ing the wife of a man (Forest 
Whittaker) who works at the 
White House from the 1950s 
through the ’80s. 

“I wanted the opportunity 
to be in his hands, really,” she 
says, adding he was relent¬ 


less in pursuing her. “I was 
telling him, ‘Lee, I got a net¬ 
work thing going on. But he 
wouldn’t listen to me. He’d 
been stalking me for some 
time.” 

Of course, there was also 
the subject. The film spans 
the beginning of the civil 
rights movement and ends 
with Obama’s election. 

“I’m a historian of my own 
histoiy — of African Amer¬ 
ican histoiy. I believe that 
when you know who you are, 
you have the ability to move 
forward not only with your 
own strength, but with the 
strength of your entire ances- 
tiy,” Winfrey says. 

While specifically about 
black culture — and in a 
way that doesn’t portray it 
through white eyes, despite 
a Caucasian screenwriter 
(Danny Strong) — the film is 
also, she says, universal. 

“You see the two of us at 
the bus station sending our 
son off to college. That’s how 
every parents, regardless of 
race, regardless of economic 
background, feel when you 
have to let go of your son.” 

There’s also her character: 
the long-suffering wife of a 
workaholic. 



A few extra comments from 
Oprah Winfrey 


• On her notoriety. “Contrary 
to what everyone assumes 
about me, I'm really not a 
control freak. I like to hire 
someone who knows what 
they're doing so I don't 
(have) to do it. Then they 
come back to me and tell 


me it's done. That's how I 
like to operate.'' 


• On her director. “What is 
exciting about him and why 
we love him is he is a truth 
seeker. He will not let any 
of his actors get away with 
a single breath that's a false 
moment. I can testify to 
that.” 


“I thought a lot about what 
it meant to be a woman in the 
’50s and ’60s. All of us got a 
lot of fire inside us. What is it 
like to have that fire but have 
nothing to do with it? You 
can’t just sit around watch¬ 
ing Edge of Night all day 
long, make a sandwich, have 
a beer, tiptoe with the next- 
door neighbour,” Winfrey ex¬ 
plains. “This gave me the op¬ 
portunity to show the women 


of that era. Gloria, for me, is 
not just herself but a compos¬ 
ite of the women of the era, 
who sacrificed herself to be¬ 
come the stabilizing force of 
her family.” 

In terms of race relations 
today, Winfrey doesn’t feel 
like she has a side she shows 
white — or black — audi¬ 
ences. 

“I feel I have made a liv¬ 
ing being myself. I’ve made a 


career out of my own authen¬ 
ticity. I don’t have one face I 
present to the white world 
or to the black world. I talk 
to my dogs the same way I’m 
speaking right now.” 

But she understands that 
her being able to feel that 
way was heard-earned, by 
others. 

“I am the daughter of a 
maid, and my grandmother 
was a maid, and her mother 


was a maid, and her mother 
was a slave,” she says. “I feel 
validated by the war that the 
butler and his entire genera¬ 
tion fought in their own way. 
And the fact that there’s an¬ 
other generation of freedom 
writers and freedom fighters 
that, because of evolution and 
growth and change, decided 
they weren’t going to do that 
anymore. Both wars were ne¬ 
cessary for their times.”

You’re lying in your tent, a 
little thirsty. 

If you throw on your boots 
and head to the pot of puri¬ 
fied water by the fire pit — 
you’re camping. 

If you ring the bell on your 
bedside table and ask the 
butler for a wine spritzer — 
you’re glamping. 

Glamping — glamorous 
meets camping — is the kind 
of vacation that straddles two 
worlds: The rugged outdoors 
and lceep-your-hands-clean 
comfort of home. 

“The idea started when the 
British would go down to Af¬ 
rica for safaris and they would 
have their big luxurious can¬ 
vas tents, pack a bed,” said 
Ruben Martinez, co-founder 
of GlampingHub.com. “To the 
best of our knowledge, that’s 
where the idea started and 
over the last few years the 
trend has grown.” 

Sometimes, the difference 
between camping and glamp¬ 
ing is little: A canvas tent and 
a real bed, versus nylon and 
a bedroll. But most anything 
can be glamping if it’s not a 
traditional house, hotel, RV 
or cabin and provides im¬ 
mediate access to nature. 

“These places keep pop¬ 
ping up,” Martinez said. 
“They range from relatively 
simple tents, tree houses, 
yurts to the really extrava¬ 
gant.” 

How extravagant? 

“Some of these places 
have butlers, they have wine 
service, fantastic views, king-

Last week, Metro writers 
and avid campers Liz Brown 
and Liz Beddall gave 
glamping a try with Long 
Point Eco-Adventures in St.

Oh Gadd: Silly glampers, heels are for cities 


Glamping may seem like a 
good idea to some, but to an 
expert camper it’s a “silly” 
idea. 

Ben Gadd, naturalist, geol¬ 
ogist and author of the Can¬ 
adian Hiker’s and Backpack¬ 
er’s Handbook, is an expert 
in helping ordinaiy people 
experience the wilderness. 


He was a guide at Jasper 
National Park in Alberta for 
more than 30 years and glam¬ 
ping doesn’t impress him at 
all. 

“I think glamping sounds 
quite silly, but fun,” said 
Gadd. 

“It’s as if you’re taking the 
most extreme elements of 


city life, like high heels and 
glasses of wine, and you’re 
taking that into the situation 
where we lived as hunter- 
gatherers. 

“It seems to me almost 
a spoof. I couldn’t take it 
seriously. I don’t know how 
it would have some sort of 
benefit to you.” 


Asked why people from 
the cities go into the wilder¬ 
ness, Gadd says: “It’s because, 
I think, that’s where we come 
from. 

“Our species grew up in 
the wilderness and, like any 
other organism, we search 
out the environment in 
which we’re most likely to 


prosper. 

“Any creature knows that 
instinctively.”

Not every child is a born 
reader, but there are ways to 
encourage your child to be¬ 
come a good reader. 

Start by letting them read 
what they enjoy. 

“Your child will be most 
engaged when you discover 
reading materials that inter¬ 
est them,” said Halton (On¬ 
tario) District School Board 
elementary school teacher 


Kevin Foster. “It doesn’t have 
to be standard reading ma¬ 
terial. Comic books, graphic 
novels and magazines all 
have great text features that 
tie in to the visuals for easier 
comprehension.” 

Head to the library or 
bookstore together and dis¬ 
cover subjects they enjoy 
reading about, then be sure 
to have those books or read¬ 
ing materials on hand. 

Be sure that the level is 
appropriate by previewing 
what they read. 


Easier comprehension 


“If it’s too difficult, kids 
get frustrated and disen¬ 
gage,” Foster said. 

He suggests the “five-fin¬ 
ger rule” — if there are more 
than five words your child is 


struggling with on the page, 
then the book may be too dif¬ 
ficult for them. 

Think outside the printed 
page. 

“Kids who are spending 


time on a computer are often 
getting in lots of reading on¬ 
line,” Foster said. “There are 
all sorts of cool websites that 
will engage young readers.” 

You can also take it out¬ 
side — read things together 
like menus, road signs and 
licence plates. 

“Let kids experience read¬ 
ing in many different ways 
and settings.” 

Model good reading habits 
for your children. Read a lot 
yourself and continue read¬ 
ing to your kids even after 


they can read on their own. 

“It’s important to demon¬ 
strate great fluency, intona¬ 
tion and expression so they 
see that reading is more than 
decoding words,” Foster said. 

Remember to stop and 
ask questions. 

“It’s a great way to make 
deeper connections with 
their past experiences and to 
check their comprehension.” 

Finally, set aside some 
quiet time for reading to fos¬ 
ter independence, as well as 
reading skills.

Have you ever thought about 
home-schooling? Here is how 
one Canadian mom goes about 
educating her family and why 
she does it. 

Home-schooling may evoke 
visions of your kids sitting at 
the kitchen table while mom 
stands in front teaching a les¬ 
son. But for most of the thou¬ 
sands of Canadian kids who 
are home-schooled, that’s not 
the reality, says Judy Arnall, 
a Calgaiy mother, author 
and speaker, who has home- 
schooled all five of her chil¬ 
dren and is writing a book on 
the subject. 

“One myth is that parents 
think you’re spending six 
hours a day sitting with the 
kids doing class work,” Arnall 
said. “Most home-schooling 


parents spend little or no time 
doing this. The goal as a home¬ 
schooling parent is to make 
sure your kids learn and have 
fan. We like to think of the 
world as our classroom.” 

So how do they spend their 
day? 

“At breakfast, we decide 
what we’re going to do. It 
might be visiting a museum 
or zoo, socializing with other 
home-schooling families, 
spending time on the com¬ 
puter, drawing, reading books 
or preparing meals together. 
We’re learning in every en¬ 
vironment because kids are 
learning all the time.” 

Research shows that kids 
who are home-schooled flour¬ 
ish. Three of Arnall’s children 
are now doing well at univer¬ 
sity. She believes there are no 
negatives when it comes to 
home-schooling children. 

On the home front, the In¬ 


ternet has certainly made the 
task of home-schooling easier. 

“There’s so much informa¬ 
tion available online for par¬ 
ents to access. And kids love 
using the computer to learn.” 

Besides provincial curricu¬ 


lum links that parents can 
access, there are many other 
ways to teach and learn online. 

And what about the social 
aspect of home-schooling? 

“I think this is a bigger 
challenge for families with 


one child. But joining a home- 
school group is a great way for 
the kids to learn and have fun 
together.” 

If you are considering 
home-schooling, take it a year 
at a time, says Arnall. 


“Try it and see. Your kids 
can always go back to school 
if it’s not for you. They won’t 
miss out. The time spent 
with you is enriching and it 
builds their confidence and 
love of learning.”
